IRS online calculator 
will help determine 
correct withholdings

Millions of Americans will 
need to use anew IRS online 
calculator to ensure their 
new paychecks are accurate, 
Trump administration offi- 
cials said Thursday as they 
issued guidelines for imple- 
menting the recently passed 
tax law. 

The guidelines are neces- 
sary for businesses to calcu- 
late how much to withhold in 
taxes from employees’ pay- 
checks beginning as soon 
as next month. The White 
House said Thursday that 
businesses should make 
these adjustments by Feb. 
15, part of the administra- 
tion’s push for millions of 
workers to see bigger pay- 
checks as quickly as possible. 

In rushing the process, the 
Treasury Department is ask- 
ing companies to rely on out- 
dated forms to help deter- 
mine how much to withhold.

U.S. House, Senate 
have passed federal 
recognition bill

The U.S. Senate passed a 
bill Thursday granting fed- 
eral recognition to six Ameri- 
can Indian tribes in Virginia, 
ending one chapter in a near- 
ly two decadeslong fight for 
official acknowledgment of 
their place in U.S. history. 

The bill, which passed the 
House last year, now heads 
to President Donald Trump’s 
desk. He has not publicly in- 
dicated his position on the 
legislation, which received 
bipartisan support. 

The change in status 
makes federal funds avail- 
able for housing, education 
and medical care for about 
4,400 members of the Chick- 
ahominy, the Eastern Chick- 
ahominy, the Upper Matta- 
poni, the Rappahannock, the 
Monacan and the Nansemond 
tribes. The recognition also 
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
